No. TAMP/2/98/CHPT. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 48 of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (Act 
38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby amends the weighment charges in the Chennai Port Scale of Rales 
under Book No. 1, Chapter IX Scale- 1 A’ item No. 1 as in the Schedule appended hereto.

ORDER 

(Passed on this 28th day of October, 1998) 

This case relates to a proposal from the Chennai Port Trust about amendment in the Scale of Rates in Book No. 1, 
Chapter IX Scale- 1 A’, item No, 1 for inclusion of the word 'Mineral’ to cover ‘Quartzite’. 

2. The proposal emanates from an Audit objection. At present CHPT is charging weighment @ Rs. 1.40 per 
tonne for ’Quartzite’, considering it as ‘Mineral’ in the Scale of Rates in Chapter scale IX- ‘A’, item No. 1. The 
Port’s view is that ‘Quartzite’ is a mineral and, as such, they are charging weighment charges @ Rs. 1.40 per tonne or 
part thereof clubbing it with ‘ore’ in the Scale of Rates. The word ‘Mineral’ is not mentioned in the Scale of Rates. 
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3. The contention of the Audit is that in the Scale of Rales although the word ‘ores' appears, there is no 
specific mention of the word ‘Mineral’ in Chapter IX-Scalc ‘A’ under weighment charges. That being so, the Port has 
to charge @ Rs. 2.40 per tonne or part thereof under item-3 of Chapter IX Scale ‘A’— weighment charges as provided 
for ‘all other cargoes’. 

4. In order to comply with the Audit objection, the Port has taken the following action : 

(i) Started charging @ Rs. 2.40 per tonne or part thereof with effect from 1 April 98, under ‘other 
cargoes’, as desired by the Audit. 

(ii) In order to settle the issue, the matter was placed before the Board in its meeting held on 30 
March 1998. It has been suggested that ‘Quartzite’ is a ‘Mineral’ and, as such, it should be clubbed with ‘ore’ so that 
weighment @ Rs. 1.40 per tonne or part of a tonne is charged in respect of this item. This will also meet the Audit 
objection. 

5. Since the proposal is small, non-controversial, and has also been unanimously approved by the Board of 
Trustees, the Authority approves the proposal and orders the following amendment to the existing Port Scale of 
Rates :—
